Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 25—William 


H. Timlin exploded a bomb in the 
Superior court yesterday afternoon when 
theTrentlage injunction suit was called 
on for a hearing on a motion on behalf 
of the Street Railway company to show 
cause why it should not be dissolved. 


It came in the form of an amended 


complaint. Tde Paine injunction case 
had occupied the attention of the court 
up to 3 o'clock in the afternoon, when it 
was taken under advisement by the 
court, BS the Schwntzburg suit had been 
before it, and the Trentlage case was 
called 


Says Company Aided Uosc. 


The amended complaint charges on 


information and beJiet that the street rail- 
way company, in pursuance ot a con- 
spiracy, contributed to and aided in the 
election of David S. Koso as mayor, in 
April, 1898. and also to the election of a 
large number of the members of the 
board of aldermen for the purpose of 
securing the rights and privileges which 
is attempted to be given it under the 
proposed ordinance. 


It traces the stages of the conferences 


between David S. Hose and the 
officers 


of the street railway company, and 
weaves them into the "warp and woof of 
the alleged conspiracy. It also declares 
that Rose and the aldermen gave out the 
false statement that the company under 
its existing grants was entitled to charge 
5 cents for carrying a passenger on its 
line until the expiration of its franchises 
in furtherance of this conspiracy: and 
that the statement that the company 
was not obliged to give out transfers 
was made by them with the same end in 
view.

They go about hearing things instead of 
studying them; seeing things, instead 
of observing them, and smell a scandal 
in public or private life everywhere save 
where it is. 


It is worth a man's reputation, if not 


his character, to undertake aught of 
importance for the common good, for 
they 
will assault him as well as his 


project. 
Real men of affairs have be- 


come callous to their yawp and so of ten 
become 
more 
insensible to 
public 


opinion than they should be, through 
hardening themselveuagainst the knock- 
ers. 
Anyone who says they do not 


know is a liar; one who Bays they are 
wrong is an ignoramus; he who disre- 
gards them is corrupt, and to disagree 
with them out and out argues the oppo- 
nent to be covered by evil influences, 
corrupted at heart and wholly unregen- 
erate. There is po good in any person 
or tliiiig thsv oppose; arid ttev oppose 
everything they cannot control to its 
ruin. The great, distinguishing charac- 
teristic is that they never originate a 
plan or purpose; they oppose. 


In opposition, they muster up 
from 


the depths -of the place where their 
brains ought to be, for contrast and ab- 
struction, the musty or 
abandoned 


schemes they once valiantly fought 
They hunt the records of the dreamers 
and the inefficient, they consult the 
small and the penurious, they dig up old 
grudges and dead animosities, they coax 
bigotry from its lair and clothe them- 
selves in prejudice; all these they throw 
in'the path of him who would advance 
public good or take control of affairs 
that K°°cl may come of it.

WISCONSIN MEN IN 


ALASKA COMMAND 


General George M. Randall and Major 


P. H. Ray to Have Charge of 


the Troops. 


Through the promotion of Col. George 


M. Kandall of the Eighth infantry to bo 
a brigadier general of volunteers, and 
hie assignment to the command of tho 
department of Alaska, the military affairs 
of that important new department are 
placed in the hands of two experienced 
ana capable Wisconsin men, Gen. lian- 
dall and Maj. P. Henry Ray, the latter a 
brother o£ Charles Ray of this city, says. 
The Milwaukee Journal. 


Gen. Kandall was a resident of Janes- 


ville before tho war and is still looked 
looked upon as a Janesville man. 
Ho 


served with the Fourteenth New York 
artillery in the civil war and was major 
of the regiment in the Petersburg cam- 
paign. 
When tho war closed he was 


made captain In the Fourth regular in- 
fantry, he had reached the rank of 
brevet colonel in the volunteers. 
la 


1869 he wee transferred to the Twenty- 
third, Gen. Crook's regiment, and served 
in most of the Indian wars, notably in 
the Apache and Sioux campaigns. 


Gen. Crook, known and loved by 
the 


old Indian fighters as the Gray" Fox, 
called him '-The bravest man he ever 
knew." He was made a brigadier gen- 
eral of volunteers at the beginning of 
the war with Spain. 
At the time of the 


appointment he was serving in Alaska 
and came home to accept it. He was 
mustered out of the volunteer service 
during the winter of 1898 and J899, but 
was reappointed recently in order that 
he might have sufficient rank in his new 
department. 


Gen Randall's nexi. ranking officer in 


his department is Maj. P. Henry Kay of 
Wisconsin, n man 
of vast experience 


and who, although he was a colonel of 
volunteers in the Spanish war, did not 
have rank sufficient to give him the com- 
mand of so important a department. 
The two Wisconsin officers commanding 
in Alaska, where the influx of miners 
and prospectors has been so grent as to 
demand the erection of a special depart- 
ment, are both men of large experience 
and capability and are peculiarly fitted 
for the place.

It is im- 
possible to get news out of the Trans- 
vaal except through English sources. 
It is impossible to get the truth out. 
'The English censor will sometimes 
liold a cablegram for two weeks, and 
then notify you that he lias not sent it. 
Sometimes the censor rewrites the dis- 
-patch and changes it altogether. 


"ihe English claim that the Boers 


.are getting munitions ot war and food- 
stuffs is absurd. England is trying to 
explain her defeats by pretending that 
t.he rest of the world is helping the 
.TBoers. Every ship is closely watched. 
^Nothing has got In to the Boera, and 
'they do not need anything. The Eng- 
lish have had the pick of every battle- 
field and ot almost every position. It 
is not correct to say that the Boers 
."have made merely a defensive cam* 
•paign; the Boers have been outnum- 
bered by the English in every catn- 
paign. British forces were in ridicu- 
lous majority; England had the Bower 
of her army fairly and squarely beaten. 


Regiment after regiment at Dundee 


fled through the fog before the merest 
handful of Boer farmers. The disorder 
•was indescribable. England is getting 
aid from the Kaffirs. 
For instance, 


•Col. Baden-Powell armed some of them, 
gave them two maxim guns and started 
them on a raid through the northwest

DESIGNS FOR NEEDLEWORK. 


EHNJ- Home Mvtlirxlx For IJ:illu-ji ins 


find TraiiHkVi'i'iiiK- Thi-m. 


In this duy of widespread art many 


pretty designs come in one way and an- 
other to the ueeclleworker, who would 
gladly utilize them for embroidery pur- 
poses had she the knowledge necessary 
for enlarging and transferring thorn to 
parlous fabrics. As to these processes u 
writer in The Art Interchange, advises 
•as follows: 


The most simple way to enlarge a de- 


sign is to rule straight lines ovor its 
face at cqnal distances apart and •—oss 
these at right angles, thus forming 
squares over the entire drawing. Then 
rule an equal nrmiber of sqvia-re-s on pa- 
per large e;io-,ij,'li to make the desiyn 
tlu; required .si/.t>, a* many times largov 
us one wishes to make the drawing. It 
is fairly easy then to draw in the design 
on these largo squares with the lines of 
the .small ones as a snide tu the posi- 
tions of the various points of the design. 


The matter of transferring is even 


more simple, especially on linen. The 
linou should h» dampenud and ironed 
with a very hot iron. Can- should lie 
taken to keep it perfectly straight. The 
quick ironing makes tin? snvfaco glossy, 
and this will take a, pencil nicelyT 


Fold the linen, if » square, once 


through the middle and again the other 
way, 
in order to locate the center. The 


drawing board should bu placed on a 
table which stands in or near a win- 
dow, 
with the light coming from the 


left and, as far as possible, from above. 
Over the board lay white paper and 
over this the design, face up. Locate a 
point on this which yon wish to corre- 
spond with the center of the linen, or 
any correnpondiug point on both may 
be selected. Pnt a pin perpendicularly 
through the linen and send its point 
into the dot or relative point on the 
design, at tlie same time laying the 
linen over the design, glossy side up. 
The design will show through very 
plain on lawn and fairly well on heavy 
linen. Shade the surface with the left 
hand, thus bringing out design, until 
the linen can be placed as desired; then 
aecnre it by other pins placed perpen- 
dicrilarly through linen, paper and into 
the board. The Mack glass headed pins 
are the sort to nr;e. 


By more or less screening the lijtht 


with the left hand and using a sharp 
pencil with the right the design can lit; 
traced on the si-iooth linen almost as 
roadily as on paper. Use an II or No. i! 
pencil. This win not rub in the after 
work. The drawing may be eiuphiisixeci 
with ii darker pencil or with a water 
color brush carrying cobalt. 


When the fabric is too thick to allow 


of tins simple tracing, follow the lines 
of the design on its reverse side with a 
soft pencil. Lay the design over the 
fabric-—linen, 
silk or 
satin—secure 


firmly with pins and at the same time 
keep the paper from moving by hold- 
ing the left hand xnjon it. Now rub the 
lines of the design with a smooth in- 
strument—the handle of a. pair of scis- 
sors, for instance. This will transfer 
the graphite to the linen, not in a very 
permanent way, however. It will be 
necessary to go over the light and not 
always perfectly complete impression 
thus mado with a, pencil or brush. 


On a fabric of uneven surface or on 


wool the best quality of transfer paper 
will probably be the most satisfactory 
means to the amateur.

Squash is usually boiled, but it Is 


better when steamed or baked. When 
It is steamed or boiled, the shell, cut 
for the purpose aud neatly trimmed 
before cooking, so that it may present 
an Mllniotivt! appearance, may bo used 
as a receptacle I'or the cooked vegeta- 
ble. 
After removing the cooked pulp

temporarily insane. 


Jacoby was on his way to attend a 


meeting of the board ol which he was 
a member. 
En route he stopped at 


Nelson's and west to the cattle shed 
where Nelson and his son Samuel were 
milking. He chatted pleasantly for a 
few moments, and then asked Nelson 
to accompany'him. to the county seat 
This Nelson agreed to do as soon as he 
completed milking. After conversin 
for. a short time longer the two men 
went behind the shed to look at some 
cattle. Returning to the front of the 
shed Jacoby drew a 38-caliber revolvei 
from his pocket and sent a ball crash 
ing through the head of his unsuspact 
ing victim. Nelson fell without utter 
ing a word, and his slayer turned aiu 
ran about fifty yards, clearing a barb 
wire fence at a single bound. 
He 


stopped in stubble field, placed the still 
smoking revolver to his head and fired. 
The bullet entered behind and above 
the right ear, going through his head 
and emerging on the other side. 


The coroner's jury returned a verdict 


in accordance with the facts, express- 
ing the belief that Jacoby was insane. 
Upon the body of the murderer and 
suicide were found $60 in money, a 
vial containing strychnine, and two 
sealed letters, one addressed to Sand- 
ford Parker \and the other to James 
Myers, both members of the I. O. O. K. 
lodge of Spencer. Neb., to which Jacoby 
belonged. The letters referred to some 
gossip concerning the writer's past 
life. They, were dated Jan. 7. 


. From the date oC the letters it is 
believed that Jacoby was laboring un- 
der a severe mental strain during the 
interval between writing the letters 
and the commission of his crime, but 
why he included Nelson's destruction 
will probably always remain a mys- 
tery. Nelson left a wife and five chil- 
dren, the eldest child being 1.2 years ot 
age, 
while Jacoby, in addition to his 


wife, leaves four children.

Although China is making rapid prog- 


ress in the art of war, the introduction of 
railroads and other modern 
improve- 


ments, the government continues to mau- 
ufacture the ridiculous "two men breech- 
loading jingals" that have been useel by 
the soldiers ot the Chinese empire ever 
since the invention of gunpowder. 


The jingal is a curious weapon that 


looks more like a telescope than a gun. 
It is mounted upon a tripod six or eight 
feet high, so that it can be tired over the 
heads ot the soldiers in the front ranks. 
The barrel is about nine feet long, tho 
bore about IVi inches in diameter, and 
the projectile can be either solid or a 
bunch of small shot tied up in a bag of 
tliiu rice paper. It has tin effective range 
of from 200 to 300 yeards only, and for- 
eign officers who saw it in use in the late 
war with Japan say tluit it is no more to 
feared than any other old fashioned 
blunderbuss. 
It takes two men to load 


und tire it, and when It is dismounted 
they carry it on their shoulders like a 
piece of scantling.—Chicago Uecord.
